was the veteran Journalist, J. W. 
Faulkner, who made the assertion 
that the vote disclosed that classifi- 
cation was really defeated in the 
cities which never gave the same de- 
gree of support that the county dis- 
tricts gave in opposition. Tho Ohio 
Journal of Commerce concedes that 
he "Is as usual right" and then calls 
upon the city voters for "honest rea- [ 
soning." It derides the uniform rule 
as the companion of the tallow 
candle and the ox-cart, -which may 
all be true and sound.

ry^SIS Is the anniversary of the birth of Abraham 
'. JL Lincoln, typical American patriot, statesman 
and martyred President. 


Picture a boy of five, la a log cabin on a little 


pioneer farm in Kentucky, learning to read, with his 
mother as teacher and the Bible for his schoolbook. 
Ho Inherited from hie mother a love of knowledge, 
good nature and a sympathy for ail suffering, whether 
of people or animals. 
From ols father the boy got 


a-powerful body, that enabled him to perform re- 
markable feats of strength; also a serious tempera- 
ment, with a saving sense of humor. In that simple 
home there was good health, fear of God, kindness 
to neighbor and—a boy could Iwirdly have better 
things. He was taken from Kentucky to Indiana— 
&n exchange of cabins—at seven and was motherless 
at nine. 


^-|-*HK second picture sliov/s a young man of 21, 
J. six feet, four inches tall, cutting down trees to 


get logs for another cabin, and rails to fence land, 
for Thomas Lincoln, the father, had decided to make 
one more emigration and exchange the fever swamps 
Of Indiana for the prairies of Illinois. 


This IB the way Lincoln attained his reputation 


as a rail splitter, xvhich became the favorite campaign 
cry when he was a candidate for President, Next we 
see him as an angular and awkward young fellow. 
In his suit of jeans, working in a grocery store and 
liked by everyone, because he was always ready to 
help when there was a chance; was kind to his peo- 
ple and was so honest that he was nicknamed "Hon- 
est Abe." 


Studying in earnest, he was determined to maka 


the most of life. He had served as a. captain in the 
Black Hawk war, bat had now only come to grammar. 
W 


SS now see Lincoln at the crisis o£ his career— 
a purely moral crisis. 
He had become a law- 


yer, was 45, resided in Springfield, Illinois, had served 
in the state legislature and one term as congressman 
at Washington. A lender was wanted in the cause of 
human freedom. 
Tho question was: "Shall the In- 


stitution of Slavery be Extended?" Kansas and Ne- 
braska wore to be made states and there was a con- 
test as to whether they should be free 
states', 
or 


whether slaves might be owned in them. One party 
was for slavery, another against it. 
Tho future of 


the Union WHS at slake. 


To lake up the side of Uie slaves meant almost 


certainly the loss of a United States Senatorship from 
Illinois, which was plainly within his reach 
if 
he 


' would merely keep silent and let the slavery incident 
nlone. It was a great temptation, but Lincoln de- 
cided he could not keep still and keep his conscience, 
lie stood by his conscience and'mnde a great speech 
in which ha declared that this country could not exist 
"half-slave and half-free." 


That sentence coat Lincoln a Sonatorship, but it 


won him tho Presidency and a name and fame sec- 
ond only to that of George Washington. 


BUSINESS CONDITIONS 


E past-week has bees constructive in the blc-

ger marts of trade, led by the steady advance 


in sterling. London Is as»umlng again its dictation 
as the money market, while New York holding the 
bulk of the world's (old supply, but faced at borne 
with too much politics, is hesitant on International 
matters.

The bonus legislation, with disregard for Secre- 


tary Mellcn's advices, is the big disturbing factor and 
counter irritant to prosperity. 
People generally want 


to reimburse the soldier, but not at-the expense of 
retarding the return to something like normal con- 
ditions. Additional taxes mean this. Even a bond 
.Issue would not have the deterrent effect of more 
and more taxes. A twenty per cent tax on amuse- 
ments at this time Is near suicide for theaters and 
tho better movie houses. Heavy taxation of undivided 
profits will bring disaster to corporations. Congress 
and the Administration are facing elections this year 
and seeking the soldier vote, but on present lines 
losses will exceed gains. If proposed legislation Is 
passed. 


Industrially. New England and the Atlantic sea- 


board states are showing recovery. The steel trade, 
however,, Is at lower ebb. Motor wars are threatened,' 
with. Ford and -General Motors leading the battle. 
Railroads are awaiting further readjustment of rates 
and labor before placing needed equipment orders. 
While this may come at any time and means much to 
Lima, early summer Is probably the nearest hope we 
may enjoy. 


Locally, the new Commission Is promising to 


get to municipal work just as soon as legislation can 
he passed. Paving, sewer work and the new disposal 
plant should give employment to a large number of 
unskilled laborers at a time when this employment is 
sorely needed. 


Retail trade has been dull, tho perfectly in line 


with the season; real estate Is duller, with no appar- 
ent capital in sight for building except in a small 
way. 
Plans are drawn for many buildings In the 


down town section, but as yet promoters see no way 
of financing the operations, except from outside help, 
A number of insurance companies have beeu con- 
sulted, however, and If money becomes easier build- 
ing operations may be financed on a fifty per cent 
out of town money basis. Bauks still have more de- 
mand for money than supply. 
Building and Loans 


are doing nothing, with one exception, this institution 
having renewed the making of home loans, restricted 
to '$3,000. 


On the whole, the country is on the upturn;, 


sadly handicapped by Washington, and the best busi- 
ness note that could be sounded would read: "Con- 
gress hns adjourned."

"MOVIE MADNESS"

5\V YORK—(Special)—Our personality is built-up largely by what 
we SEE. Our eyesight is our greatest educator. So true Is this that 
it has been calculated that not more than six per cent of those born 


blind actually attain sufficient character and mentality to become self- 
supporting! 


The "movies'' are today a constant series of visual suggestions. And 


we are all creatures of suggestion! We are built-up very largely by what 
we hear, feel and see. 


Those who have seen movies in the making know that the directors 


dominate the entire cast, men and women alike. And it is a. psychological 
fact that It would be easy for a strong director to carry this domination 
beyond the studio, for good or for evil. 


Kvery actor or actress is better or worse for the role he depicts. None 


can live two roles forever, even on the stage and off, and escape having 
them commingle, any more than Dr. Jekyl could escape from Mr. Hyde. 
Usually the evil overwhelms the good. 


There are two distinct kinds of pictures. Those that represent -life 


as it Is,—extol courage, honor, sincerity and the higher qualities of man's 
nature. These are undoubtedly beneficial, and are a source of great good 
to the community, and to those wlio majte tliera. 


The other kind of pictures, appealing to mawkish sentimentality, and 


extolling the pettier emotions as jealousy, vanity, the worship of brute 
force and the frequent injsinterpretation of the true values of life, are a 
source.of great mischief, and lead to an entirely warped conception of so- 
ciety as a whole. 


This sort of picture sacrifices fundamental truths In order to appeal 


to false sentimentality. 


For instance, a handsome criminal Is shrouded in a cloak of romance. 


He Is captioned "a gentleman crook," whose finer instincts remain un- 
stained, altho he transgresses every law. And those who uphold the law, 
are either held up to ridicule or placed In an odious light. 


What is this but a very subtle justificatioa. of crime? 
The natural effect of this upon young and untrained minds is to con- 


fuse actual vice and crime with heroic glamour. 


The undoubted result of this can be no more than that many are led 


by these suggestions and false conceptions to a life of instinctive defiance 
to the law, or even Into the commission of actual crime. 
' 


The recent murder of William Desmond Taylor, with its sordid horror 


and morbid revelations, would doubtless serve ag an excellent "super-re- 
lease!" The romantic scenario writer probably would go so far as to con- 
coct some ilisatrical justification for this crime, and Strive to weave a 
halo of romance about Its perpetrator, even to the extent of marrying him 
to the heroine! 


That's the psychology of "movie madness."

Where the Washington Conference 


failed was ybere the Paris Conference 
failed, where the Berlin Conference

tempting to reconcile the irreconcil- 
able points of view. Mr. Wilson went 
to Europe with his Fourteen Points 
imagining that there was a new 
spirit in the 
world which 
would 


bring the peoples to dihe their 
statesmen to renounce old wajs and 
abandon old policies. 
The trouble 


was that he did uof1 recognize that 
most of these old ways and policies 
rested upon wellnigh universal ac- 
ceptance in the respective countries. 


Now just as often, either at Paris 


or Washington, as Mr. Hughes or 
Mr. Wilson undertook to act on the 
assumption that there -was a new 
spirit in the world, each came 
to 


grief. 
You hear a «reat deal about 


the Japanese refusal to got out of 
Manchuria, hut you hear much less of 
Mr. Balfour'a refusal to agree that 
Britain should retire from Kouloon, 
because Britain has a better press In 
the United States, but the prlncipl* 
is the same. 
Take the Anglo-French case, the 


British argued and we accepted their 
view, that the fact that the German 
arjny had been limited, justified the 
demand that the French army be 
similarly reduced. But the British 
would not admit >tbat because 
the 


German navy had been 
abolished, 


the British fleet should fc« brought 
down to the strength of Franca or 
Italy- 
No one would b» cynical enough to 


say that there was no Improvement 
in spirit at the Paria Conference as 
contrasted with Vienna or with Ber- 
lin. No one would argue that at 
Washington a certain progress was 
not marked in returning stolen prop- 
erty. 
Th« map of Europe made at 
Versailles has been terribly con- 
demned and I shall not at this Into 


date attempt to ar«ue that it it not 
defective, but everyone must concede 
i< icpresented a far greater attempt 
tu do justice than any similar en- 
deavor in all the centuries which pre- 
ceded. And in Washington we were 
seeking—with some success—to get 
Chinese lands hack to China, wheie 
at Berlin all the great powers were 
fiankly 'ooking for a slice of Turkey 


-and 
getting it In most Instances. 


You may think of the Washington 


Conference as a great outpouring of 
idealism, certainly it did call forth 
a great 
expression 
of 
idealistic 


hopes. The same was equally true 
of Paris. But if you analyze either) 
conference you must see that 
what 


was actually 
accomplished— repre- 


sented not idealistic eiperlments but 
sound 
business transaction* 
ac- 


companied, not by generous gestures 
but by 
unmistakable 
bargaining 


And—what is most likely to endure 
is precisely the thing that was ar- 
med at by the ,most intricate bar- 
gaining, namely the establishment of 
a condition of peace in the region of j 
the Pacific Ocean thru naval adjust-1 
menu and agreements not to fortify j 
insular possessions,

Wherever, in Washington, the self j 


interest of the nations represented

Wherever self interest di- 


verged, we came to an abrupt stop 
To be sure wa Americans regarded 
the divergencies as evidences of in- 
ferior morality or unfortunate blind- 
ness. Occasionally, as in the case of 


Shantung, delays in arriving at de- 
cision gave the appearance of con- 
version after 
resistance, 
but 
the 


fact \\as that a bargain vras required 
to reconcile divcigencies in interest 
and reconciliation !cd to conclusion. 


In Washington-the 
three 
naval 


powers gave up \t«apons they did not 
nc '. weapons they could III afford to 
maintain. They coordinated policies 
which did not actually clash, but 
might drift into collision. In doing 
thtis they displayed common sense 
but they did not reconcile other na- 


tlona having other Interest to thslr 
own view nor did they, when their 
own vie«s varied, reach any real 
compromise. Thus'the Was&iiffton 
Co..' rence did not promote peao* in 
the world, it only registered that de- 
sire for peace which already exist- 
ed. To do this was an exceedingly 
useful thing, but something tax dif- 
ferent from the notion generally held, 
as to the present nnd future meaning 
of the First American international 
Conference.
